Forces a Fast Pace In Valentine Handicap— Misty’s 
Pride, Heavily Backed, Is Practically Left. 



San Francisco, Cal., February 14. — Barney Schrei 
ber’s Deutschland won the valuable Valentine Hand! 
cap at a mile and a sixteenth from a crack field of 
racers of all ages in fast time at Oakland this after 
noon. The gigantic Sain horse forced a tremendously 
fast pace throughout and after the first six furlongs 
had his company thoroughly l>eaten for both speed 
and. stamina. Even Bannock Belle’s electric chal 
lenge failed to appreciably quicken the winner’s 
stride at the end. 

Outsiders scored frequently during the afternoon, 
the closing race at six furlongs capping the climax 
in the victory of Tocolaw over the heavily hacked 
favorite. Misty’s Pride. The Oregon mare was 
praetieally left at the post, the w’inner having an 
advantage over her at the start of a dozen lengths. 
Starter Dwyer’s effort in this instance was harshly 
criticized. 

ASCOT DERBY IS TO BE RUN NEXT SATURDAY. 

Dr. Gardner and Sir Wilfred Seem to Outclass all 
Other Probable Starters. 



Next Saturday the first Derby of 1900 will l»e 
run at Ascot and if Barney Sehreiber sends Dr 
Gardner down from San Francisco to measure strides 
with Sir Wilfred, the meeting of the two best three 
year-olds seeu in public action so far this year will 
invest the race with more than an ordinary measure 
of iuterest. 

The Ascot Derby is ruu over the Brooks Course 
which IS 219 feet short of a full mile and a quarter. 
Ii has $2,000 added, received 77 nominations and if 
ten start, will lie worth $2,400 net to the winner. 
It is a penalty and allowaqce race, the extreme 
penalty being live pounds and the greatest allow 
anee fourteen pounds, this being for maidens. 
Through winning the Follansbee Handicap January 



I)r. Gardner has acquired the full penalty and 
ill have to carry 127 pounds to Sir Wilfred’s 122.

Don Domo, Misty’s Pride, 
Chieftain and Ambitious at five furlongs in a canter 
running the distance in 59J and winning so es ily 
that many averred he could have beaten 59 1. 
been sent along at the extreme of his power Of 
his tremendous speed there is no question, but there 
is an opinion existent to the effect that he will not 
stay over a Derby distance. This is not based on 
anything that has marked his racing, but on Ids 
breeding on his dam’s side. She is a full sister to 
the fast sprinter May W., which in her time won 
many races over Chicago tracks and the breeding of 
w’hich has always been in dispute. It may very 
well turn out that Sir Wilfred will stay as far and 
fast as anybody’s horse.

were issued, the conditions of the new track’ 
Derby were made to read merely a subscription of 
$50. half forfeit. Both Derbys have been liberally 
patronized by the horsemen, both will bring out big 
fields of good class three-year-olds, and both ought 
to result in splendid contests. 

These winter Derbys usually turn out to bo much 
better races than early anticipations would indicate. 
At the beginning of the winter meetings the then 
two year-olds hold the center of the stage, but after 
the first of January the juveniles are of absorbing 
interest. Few races of any account are given for 
three-year-olds exclusively, and so for a matter of 
six weeks or more the colts and fillies that lind pre- 
viously been much in the public eye as Derby pros- 
pects are seldom seen in public and but little 
thought of. 

With an entry list largely made up of fair class 
eastern material, this year's Crescent ’ City Derby 
ought to bring out the best field and provide the 
keenest contest in the history of the race. A dozen 
or more good ones are receiving careful preparation 
for the race, among them Sam Hildreth’s Guiding 
Star and Security. M. L. Ilayman’s Waterwing, 
C. R. Ellison's Lady Navarre and James Refldick 
Alexander Shields' Lieber, Johnson & Dodson' 
Hallowmas, W. Shields’ Ben Hodder, W. H. Snyder 
& Co.’s Third Alarm, T. E. Mannix’s Disobedient 
and A. II. & D. II. Morris’ Lotus Eater. 

These candidates have all shown good form, and in 
the matter of class they themselves, not to mention 
others of the entries, will make the best average 
Derby field that has gone to the post in the south 
in a long time. While the unexpected is alway 
liable to happen in an important race for young 
horses run so early in the year as the Crescent City 
Derby, yet at the present time it looks ns though 
Hildreth, the Morrises and Ellison hold the winning 
cards. Guiding Star, Security and Lady Ellison 
have all conclusively demonstrated Derby quality 
Lotus Eater is in a way an unknown quantity. He 
won the Triumph Stakes at Brighton Beach in the 
manner and style of a good one and was second In 
two of his other three starts, which were at Provi 
deuce. Possibly he may be paraded iu public be- 
fore Derb.1* Day, but at any rate critical horsemen 
credit him with being a high-class colt — a youngster 
a bit above the usual local Derby standard. 

At their best both Guiding Star and Security 
would take a lot of beating in any Derby field and 
in the hands of a past master in the training art, 
sueli as Hildreth is. it can be depended on that this 
pair will go to the post fit to do the best there 
ia them. Ellison is especially sweet on his Lady 
Navarre, which won at the old track recently, and 
he makes no secret of his belief that he will add 
another filly to the list of Derby winners here, 
Witfull now holding that honor exclusively. 

The City Park Derby will also bring out a good 
class lot, a field in fact of far better quality than 
present indications would lead one to anticipate. 
As at the old track, the three-year-olds, that is the 
good ones, have been temporarily shelved and half 
forgotten in the furore over the juvenile racers 
But a lot of them are getting keyed up to the 
Derby mark all right enough, and they will »e 
there and ready for business when the bugle sounds 
the call to post on March 17. The pick of the City 
Park candidates appear to be the following: E. Cor

a remedy for the evil. But the remedy lias been 
found at last, and in future there will he no peace 
of mind either for the unscrupulous jockey or bis 
willing valet. 

“Robert Pinkerton, who has general supervision 
of the racetracks in the interest of the Jockey Club, 
has been instructed to take charge of this valet 
business. As a result lie has decreed, in accordance 
with the stewards’ instructions, that no valet can 
be employed by a jockey without first receiving 
Pinkerton license. Furthermore all valets must wear 
a regular uniform, numbered In such a manner that 
the wearers can be instantly identified. These 
licenses can be revoked by Mr. Pinkerton at 
moment's notice, which menas that the offender will 
he barred from the jockeys’ room and practically 
ruled off the turf. 

“While the Pinkerton sleuths will have the usual 
suiiervision over both jockeys and valets it can be 
readily appreciated under the new order of events 
how easily wrongdoers can be detected by the racing 
public if a sharp eye is kept constantly peeled. 

“How many valets in uniform and wearing num- 
bers which disclose their identity will make trips 
from the jockeys’ room to the betting ring just as 
the horses are going to the post? How many of 
them will hurriedly whisper mysterious words in the 
ears of sure thing gentlemen in the paddock? It 
looks very much as if the Jockey Club has succeeded 
at last in making the operations of shady persons 
extremely difficult, although their complete oblitera- 
tion is impossible. Peculiar transactions on the turf 
are not always confined to the tracks. They can 
lie fixed up the night before, especially when it is 
known what jockeys are going to ride. But even 
the jockeys are not always the marks for corrupt 
schemers, for the trainers can do much In tlieir own 
quiet way -to bring about the defeat of a horse which 
will naturally help the success of another. Still the 
Jockey Club has always tried to keep a line on the 
overnight operations by means of the Pinkerton gum- 
shoe men, who usually see who are the companions 
of both jockeys and trainers away from the race- 
tracks. In taking such action the Jockey Club lias 
fully recognized the importance of protecting the 
public, as the support of racegoers has made racing 
a phenomenally successful sport in this state. But 
at that the Jockey Club’s most important move in 
this direction was the severing of all financial rela- 
tions with the betting ring and the suppression of 
certain bookmakers who for a time labored under 
the delusion that they could dictate the policy of the 
turf. All of which has served in doubly increasing 
the public’s confidence in the men who rule the turf 
in the east without fear or favor.’’ 

THE DOUBTFUL ONES AT LEXINGTON. 

Because Secretary Campbell Scott is spending a 
vacation in the south; because no stakes have been 
announced and because the dates allotted by the 
American Turf Association for the spring meeting 
at the Kentucky Association track are “only ten 
weeks away,’’ dispatches from Lexington say some 
folks down in the old blue grass; town arc getting 
fidgety over the outlook for racing. These fidgety 
ones most probably are the chair- warming oracles 
and patriarchs who assemble every morning at the 
Phoenix Hotel to publicly express between drinks 
their private opinions of turf affairs in general; who 
spend their afternoons before the Hanover Club’s 
blackboard prognosticating, commending and con- 
demning; who put in their evenings at Horsemens' 
Headquarters reiterating their speeches of the day, 
and who are always first in line at the secretary's 
office with the request for season badges for tlio en- 
tire family and one for Colonel Skeezlcks from Po- 
dunk.

MARCH 17 DERBY DAY FOR NEW ORLEANS. 

Both Tracks to Have Their Features Decided on 
Same Date— Gossip About the Candidates. 

New Orleans, La.. February 14.— New Orleans will 
this winter be treated to the novel spectacle of the 
running of two Derbys on the same date, March 17. 
St. Patrick's Day. The Crescent City Derby is and 
always lias l*een. the one big feature, tlie climax 
so to speak, of the meetings at its track, and in 
previous years the decision or it was placed late 
pn the calendar, just a few days before the close 
of the winter racing season. Tliat it has been 
set back to March 17 this winter is due to the 
famous ' parallel” policy of the Western Jockev 
Club. 

When the City Park people issued their stake Imok 
they announced at the same time the date of the 
running of each of the stakes, and as the old track 
already had a fixture for that date, the St. Patrick’s 
Handicap, they concluded to offset this atraetion 
with their Derby. Tlie Crescent City Jockey Club 
evidently concluded that it would not do to let the 
new track have tlie unhampered prestige of a Derby, 
so they announced March 17 also as tlie date for tlie 
decision of their big three-.vear-old event. 

Bofti these* Derbys are among the most valuable 
evenfs decided ou the western turf. They both have 
$5,000 added. The Crescent City Derby has a decla- 



Botli these events will draw out big fields of 
starters. Of course with a division of patronage 
neither track can hope for a typical overflow Derby 
crowd, but much charm hath a Derby In this neck 
of tlie woods, so that with fair weather tlie 17th 
of March will mean record crowds for liotli tlie lival 
racetracks, with food for gossip to last a mouth or 
more after the runtiiug of the events. 

COMMENDATION FOR THE NEW VALET RULE. 

Percentage of Peculiar Transactions on the Turf Will 
be Decreased — Will Increase Public Confidence. 

“The Jockey Club has taken another step toward 
protecting the raeegoiug public against possible 
schemes laid in tlie betting ring to get the money,’’ 
says the New York Sun by way of comment on the 
recently adopted rule placing the control of jockey 
valets iu the hands of Robert Pinkerton. “Last year 
the Jockey Club, or rather the Westchester Racing 
Association, put a rule into effect that practically 
caged the riders between races so that nobody could 
talk to them but their employers. This plan was 
adopted because of the practice of numerous well 
known speculators in talking to jockeys in the pad- 
dock before and after races. While there was never 
any conclusive proof that jockeys were fixed by these 
persons, the confabs hsiked bad and the officials of 
the turf decided to stop them. The example set 
by Belmont Park in the fall was followed by the 
other tracks, so that it was a difficult matter to get 
a word to the jockeys In tlieir temporary place of 
confinement unless it was by means of their valets, 
for each jockey, either of high or low degree, has 
a valet who looks after his effects with the care of 
a good servant. From time to time these valets 
have ben mixed up in stories of scandal, but there 
has been no particular way to land one of them. 

“They have acted in the capacity of confidential 
agents for the jockeys, as well as servants, and in 
that way have been able to do some very important 
things, it is said, in the shape of private transac- 
tions with avaricious turfmen who believe that the 
true spirit of sportsmanship lies iu the possession of 
an ace in tlie sleeve. 

"But while jockeys are usually well known to 
racegoers and can be recognized anywhere the valet 
hitherto lias been able to travel about Incog. He 
could whisper to ills employer in the paddock with- 
out attracting attention, then hurry off for a confab 
with some well known plunger and even invade the 
lietting ring for an exchange of compliineuts with 
several bookmakers. Ail this has been possible with- 
out the knowledge of the general raeegoing crowd, 
"ith the Jockey Club meanwhile trying to discover
